Often when po liticians o r o fficials are called 
upo n to ex plain the co nsequences o f their erro rs, 
they fall back o n the cliche that hindsight is easier 
than fo resight. There were, ho wever, o thers who 
at the tame time that the afo resaid po liticians and 
o fficials were witho ut fo resight, were able to indi­ 
cate the co urse o f events with a mo re pro x imate 
relatio nship to what eventually o ccurred.

Back in 1947, he indicated the myth o f “the

He wro te his pamphlet to establish that 
the series o f %aids to Euro pean co untries, which 
no w go by tñ e generic term o f “The Marshall 
Plan,” wo uld bring neither peace, stability no r 
strength to the United States. 
Henry Hazlitt was but o ne o f a large gro up o f 
Americans who fo resaw and fo reto ld the erro r o f

OVERTREATMENT OF SKIN DISEASES 
s 
A few’ mo nths ago I wro te abo ut the mistake 
we make in trying to treat o urselves fo r a per­ 
sistent skin rash. As many skin rashes are due to 
allergy (being sensitive to so me substance in the 
air, to fo o d, o r to substances which co me in co ntact 
with the skin), it is o ften better to wait a few 
ho urs o r even a day dr two befo re applying treat­ 
ment o r co nsulting a physician o r a skin specialist. 
I wro te abo ut the advice o f the skin specialist who 
stated that to o many skin ailments were given to o 
much treatm ent w’hich irritated the rash and pro ­ 
lo nged the sympto ms. 
It is o f interest to learn fro m the “Indiana 
State Medical Jo urnal.” Indianapo lis, as stated by 
Drs. L. E. Gaul and G. B. Underwo o d, that they 
are co nvinced that o vertreatment o f patients is 
as great an evil as inadequate treatment« . These 
physicians studied the number £ f cases o f co ntact 
dermatitis (inflammatio n o f the skin) due to o ver­ 
treatment during a six-week perio d. 
Patients with a diagno sis o f co ntact dermatitis 
and who had previo us to pical treatment (remedy 
applied directly to the skin eruptio n) were asked 
to bring in ail the remedies they had used and 
the sequence o f applicatio ns was reco rded. The 
o nset, the cause, and the co urse o f the dermatitis 
was then co rrelated with the sequence o f the ap­ 
plicatio n o f the remedy. 
When the acute stage o f the dermatitis had 
passed, patch tests were perfo rmed vvith these 
remedies. A patch test co nsists o f applying the 
substance to the skin, co vered by adhesive tape. 
After a certain specified time, the adhesive is re­ 
mo ved and the size and appearance o f the skin 
irritatio n reco rded. “As a rule, the severity o f the 
patch test fo llo wed clo sely the co urse o f the derma­ 
titis. Patch-test reactio ns pro ved that 27 per cent 
o f co ntact dermatitis was pro duced by the to pical 
remedy used. The histo ries o f 16 o vertreated pa­ 
tients sho wed the usual series o f events. Wives o r 
husbands, fathers o r mo thers, relatives and friends, 
acquaintances and lay diagno sticians, including 
hawkers, treated the skin.” 
Ho w can this o vertreatment o f skin ailments 
be prevented? Drs. Gaul and Underwo o d believe 
that remedies to prevent itching ipruritis) are 
so metimes placed o n the market befo re they have 
been studied sufficiently. 
“The evil o f o vertreatment can be reduced by 
an educatio nal campaign that prevents dermatitis, 
needless suffering and catastro phic drains o n fam­ 
ily budget. Teaching patients the need to search 
o ut the cause o f itching and that skin sympto ms 
mo st co mmo nly warn o f injury to the skin is a 
pro gram that pro tects the health o f the patients 
and increases the standing o f dermato lo gy.” 
Putting remedies o n skin sympto ms just to re­ 
lieve itching hides the cause and physician o r 
skin specialist has to wait !o r so me time befo re 
he can disco ver the cause. 
Allergy 
Many perso ns are allergic o r sensitive to va­ 
rio us fo o ds o r o ther substances which pro duce a 
variety o f sympto ms.

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TOO EARLY FOR GOP TO BOAST 
The ruling Republicans don’t need to be 
told that they have a heavy legislative 
assignment ahead if they are to build a 
record

HINDSIGHT

publilhed in 1947. Henry Hazlitt has been the 
financial editorial w riter for “The 
New Yojk 
Times” ; is now editor of “The Freem an” and writes 
a column on economics for “Newsweek.” 
Back in 1947, he indicated the myth of “the 
dollar gap,” which in 1953 is proved by the course 
of events. He wrote his pamphlet to establish that 
the series of aids to European countries, which 
now go by tfie generic term of “The Marshall 
Plan,” would bring neither peace, stability nor 
strength to the United States. 
Henry Hazlitt was but one of a large group of 
Americans who foresaw and foretold the error of 
American policies and their consequences. Herbert 
Hoover and Hugh Gibson wrote a book on the stib- 
ject. 
Livingston T. Merchant, Assistant Secretary of 
State for European Affairs, had this to say in a 
recent speech: 
, 
“I think some Americans have been pei*plexed 
and even shocked by the course of events which 
have converted the United States from a relatively 
secure nation at the turn of the century to a na­ 
tion whose security is gravely imperiled today. 
Scholars and philosophers have devoted much 
thought to this subject, and many* explanations 
have been offered. If we were able to live the last 
half-century over again perhaps many things would 
be dene differently. The world looks simpler in 
hindsight.” 
The admission that friendship cannot be pur­ 
chased with dollars comes rather late from anyone 
in the State Department. In fact, the MSA (now 
the FOA), under the direction of Harold Stassen, 
is still pursuing that fatuous policy, and the State 
Department has not taken a single step to end its 
give-away policy. The United States is now giving 
Europe and Asia more free dollars than H arry 
Truman did. 
Mr. Merchant truthfully makes the point that 
the security of our country is gravely imperiled 
today. At the turn of the century, no one would 
have thought such a peril possible. Between World 
W ar I and World W ar II, there were some who 
built a theory of Japan as our objective enemy. 
We now know, from the Tokyo Trials, that the 
Japanese lived in terror of the United States. I 
wrote about Japan’s fears of the United States as 
early as 1923 when I witnessed the arrival of 
American aid to a Tokyo suffering from its worst 
earthquake. 
There never was a reason for the assumption 
that Japan could defeat the United States. But 
there are ample grounds tor our current fear of 
Soviet Russia and for the greater peril that we 
shall become an isolated country—isolated by our 
policies and by the neutralistic betrayal of those 
nations whom we have befriended in two wars. 
Mr. Merchant is frank. The tendency not only 
among public officials but among publicists, editors, 
preachers, etc., is to adopt a wishful attitude to­ 
ward neutralism. They seem unable to read the 
events of our day with realistic accuracy. They are 
still hopeful that good-will must triumph. The fact, 
however, stands clear that Great Britain, Canada, 
France and Italy, to say nothing of smaller and 
less significant countries, have adopted a neutral 
attitude as between the United States and Soviet 
Russia. If anything. Great Britain is supporting the 
Russian position in her relations with the United 
States. 
For ns, this is isolationism not of our choosing. 
In the preliminary sessions on the Political Con­ 
ference after the Korean War, the United States 
stood almost alone. Great Britain and Canada sup­ 
ported the Russian position openly on the prag­ 
m atic ground that Russia wanted to attend the 
Conference but did not wish to sit with her own 
satellites, and that whatever Russia desired should 
be done. This position was supported by Mr. Ham- 
marskjold, Secretary General of the United N a­ 
tions, who also is strictly neutral as between the 
United States and Soviet Russia. 
Our peril then is enforced, imposed issolation. 
In a word, the nations, friend and foe, aided and 
unaided, are ganging up on us.

That Body of Yours

A few months ago I wrote about the mistake 
we make in trying to treat ourselves for a per­ 
sistent skin rash. As many skin rashes are due to 
allergy (being sensitive to some substance in the 
air, to food, or to substances which come in contact 
with the skin), it is often better to wait a few 
hours or even a day hr two before applying treat­ 
ment or consulting a physician or a skin specialist. 
I wrote about the advice of the skin specialist who 
stated that too many skin ailments were given too 
much treatm ent which irritated the rash and pro­ 
longed the symptoms. 
It is of interest to learn from the “Indiana 
State Medical Journal.” Indianapolis, as stated by 
Drs. L. E. Gaul and G. B. Underwood, that they 
are convinced that overtreatm ent of patients is 
as great an evil as inadequate treatm ent* These 
physicians studied the number £f cases of contact 
derm atitis (inflammation of the skin) due to over- 
treatm ent during a six-week period. 
Patients with a diagnosis of contact derm atitis 
and who had previous topical treatm ent (remedy 
applied directly to the skin eruption» were asked 
to bring in all the remedies they had used and 
the sequence of applications was recorded. The 
onset, the cause, and the course of the derm atitis 
was then correlated with the sequence of the ap­ 
plication of the remedy. 
When the acute stage of the derm atitis had 
passed, patch tests were performed with these 
remedies. A patch test consists of applying the 
substance to the skin, covered by adhesive tape. 
After a certain specified time, the adhesive is re­ 
moved and the size and appearance of the skin 
irritation recorded. “As a rule, the severity of the 
patch test followed closely the course of the derm a­ 
titis. Patch-test reactions proved that 27 per cent 
of contact derm atitis was produced by the topical 
remedy used. The histories of 16 overtreated pa­ 
tients showed the usual series of events. Wives or 
husbands, fathers or mothers, relatives and friends, 
acquaintances and lay diagnosticians, including 
hawkers, treated the skin.” 
How can this overtreatmont of skin ailments 
be prevented? Drs. Gaul and Underwood believe 
that remedies to prevent itching (pruritis) are 
sometimes placed on the m arket before they have 
been studied sufficiently. 
“The evil of overtreatm ent can be reduced by 
an educational campaign that prevents dermatitis, 
needless suffering and catastrophic drains on fam­ 
ily budget. Teaching patients the need to search 
out the cause of itching and that skin symptoms 
most commonly warn of injury to the skin is a 
program that protects the health of the patients 
and increases the standing of dermatology.” 
Putting remedies on skin symptoms just to re­ 
lieve itching hides the cause and physician or 
skin specialist has to wait ior some time before 
he can discover the cause.

Washington, Aug. 26 tflPl—The ( 
air force says it has fitted the | 
long-range B36 bomber for a new 
role: 
Taking off with an F8 4 jet plane 
in its cavernous belly, carrying it 
to within striking distance of a 
target, releasing the fighter for a 
strike, at more than 600 miles per! 
hour, and then recovering it in the 
air. 
The air force yesterday released 
for the first time photographs of 
the B36 in its mother role. 
Other sources pointed out if the 
big bomber can launch a fighter1 
plane it should also be able to 
launch guided missiles. Moreover, 
both the B36 and the F8 4 have 
been described by th,e Defense De­ 
partment as capable of carrying 
atomic bombs. 
So the combination seems to 
provide a formidable merger o f; 
speed, range and killing power. 


Speed 435 
MPH 
The six piston engines and four 
jet engines of the B36 give it a 
speed of more .than 435 miles an 
hour and an overall range of 10,- 
000 miles, assuming a 10,000-pound 
bomb is dropped midway, or a 
combat radius of 4,000. 
The swift-wing F8 4. with its 
speed of more than 600 miles an 
hour, has a combat radius of about 
8 50 miles. 
The air force said its new de­ 
velopment was the first known 
arrangement for flying a. full size 
combat plane from a mother air­ 
craft, although small experimen­ 
tal planes have been so flown. 
The fighter is lowered out of 
the B36’$ bomb bay on a tripod 
gear before its engine is started. 
Placed in Bomb Bay 
One of the photographs shows 
the F8 4 snuggled well up into the 
huge bomb bay, in position for 
being carried. 
The air force also disclosed yes­ 
terday that the power of the B36 


had been stepped up in new models 
so that they can take off at 
weights up to 400.000 pounds, com­ 
pared with the previous 358 ,000 
pounds. The new' maximum is al­ 
most three times the maximum 


takeoff weight of the B29, work­ 
horse bomber of Wprld War 2. 
The air force said some B36 
models have had their horsepow’er 
stepped up 300 for each piston 
engine.

“whether the answer a witness 
might give would be true or false. 
Perjury is not involved here. The 
sole test is whether any answer, a 
truthful one or not. might tend to 
incriminate the witness.’’ 
McCarthy, on the other hand, 
says the self-incrimination privi­ 
lege has been perverted from its 
intended meaning by subversives 


who invoke the Bill of Rights to 
cover up their activities. 
“The Fifth Amendment," says 
McCarthy, himself a lawyer and 
former judge, “was intended for 
the protection of individuals. It is 
being used to protect a conspiracy, 
and this committee will do what­ 
ever it can to stop that perver­ 
sion." 
To get a court lest, a contempt 
citation would have to be voted 
by 
McCarthy’s 
subcommittee, 
then by the parent government op­ 
erations committee and finally by 
the full Senate. Thus a court air­ 
ing of Mrs. Rothschild’s refusal to 
answer could not come until Con­ 
gress reconvenes. That will be 
next January unless a special ses­ 
sion is called this fall.

New York </P) — Capt. Bern 
Price, of the U. S. Marines, 
walked into the office the other 
day, fresh from Korea. 
Naturally, I askcd„ “what do 
your guys think of the armistice?” 
“Not much,” said Bern. "They’re 
not satisfied to have it end this 
way.” 
He went on to say that the war 
could have been carried to a com­ 
plete military decision—in our 
favor. 
Coming from a marine, of 
course, an> other report would 
have been a surprise. But there 
is more to it than the insignia on 
his cap. Price had the unusual ex­ 
perience of serving in Korea 
twice, in two totally different 
roles. 
On his first hitch, lie was a cor­ 
respondent. He came over early in 
that hot summer of 1950, cov­ 
ered the retrpat and then the 
siege on the line laid down by 
Gen. Walker. After the North Ko­ 
reans collapsed, and the war dis­ 
integrated into a pursuit and mop- 
up, Bern came home. 
Saw From More Angles 
He had been in the marines in 
the Second World War, however. 
So. a year or so ago, Uncle Sam 
called him and presently he was 
on his way back out to the old 
stamping ground, this time in uni­ 
form. 
In short, he has seen the war 
from more different angles than 
most of us ever could. 
“What we should have done," 
he went on, "is smash up the Chi­ 
nese defenses, and then destroy 
their armies in Korea.” 
The Chinese have boasted of 
their depth-dcfenscs, presumably 
a system of bunkers, trenches and 
emplacements going back four or 
five miles, solidly. 
Favors Real Breakthrough 
"We didn’t think much of the 
depth defenses," he said. "Every 
time we punched through the 
outer crust, they would react 
quickly and pretty well. But it 
didn't look to us as though they 
had the means of moving troops 
and 
material 
around 
quickly 
enough to seal off a real break­ 
through." 
This coincides pretty well with 
the opinion of Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet. When he came back, some 
months ago. he told this reporter, 
"the Chinese are nothing once you 
get ’em moving backward.” 
“Then why didn’t we open a 
real offensive?” I asked Bern. 
"I don’t know,” he said. "No­ 
body could make sense out of it. 
We would take one of their posi­ 
tions, and then pull back—on or­ 
der." 
Plan Lost Many Live» 
He said the marine officers 
reasoned that they were losing 
more men in the stationary war 
lhat finally developed than would 
have been lost in an all-out push. 
"Which officers,” I asked. "The 
big brass?” 
“All of them," he said. "Any 


second lieutenant would tell you 
we should have been pushing in­ 
stead of sitting there.” 
So if you drive up to the Yalu 
river again, 4hen what? It would 
still be necessary to keep the 
whole army more or less intact, 
guarding the long border, even 
though the fighting had stopped. 
Bern conceded that. But he 
said, "you’re going to have to 
keep most of the army ready 
anyway. And if were going to 
stop, the river is the spot, not 
down where we are. 
"In the first place, the problem 
of unifying Korea would then be 
solved automatically. In the sec­ 
ond. it would be a lot better to 
bargain with the Chinese on their 
own border than down at the 
38th Parallel." 
These ideas are not confined to 
the marine corps. A good many 
regular army officers feel the 
same way. 
H i s t o r y, alone, will show 
whether signing the armistice at 
this time was the right course to 
take.
